Plant in a bed enriched with a good amount of well- 
rotted cow manure. As the side shoots, or suckers, 
appear at the base of the leaves, carefully pinch them 
out, thereby throwing the strength into the main stem, 
which keep carefully tied to a stake. When the buds 
appear, pinch out all the buds save the strongest one 
and water with liquid cow manure about once a week 
until the bud begins to show color, then water only 
with clear water, being careful to keep the water off 
the flower. By the above culture any person should 
be able to produce flowers of mammoth size, which 
should mature before the early frosts appear. If there
